Port Au Prince, July 28.—A 
mob of infuriated Haitiens today 
removed Vilbrun Guillaume, pres- 
ident of Haiti, from the French 
lotion, where he took refuge 
yesterday and shot him to death- 
m front of the building. 


This act of violence followed imme- 
^ t e l y the hurial of the 160 political 
,prisoners who were massacred in prison 
: yesterday morning at the time of the 
'revolutionary 
outbreak against 
Presi- 
^dent GuiUaume. 


Relatives Seek Revenge. 


The mob was composed in very large 
part of relatives of the victims of the 
wholesale execution. 


The crowd invaded the French lega- 
l^tion and seized Guillaume. 
M. Girard, 
I the French minister to Haiti, protested 
Mforously, but he was powerless before 
the fury of the people. 


Guillaume was dragged from the pro- 
tection of the legation. 
Once on the 
street he was surrounded and promptly 
Bhot to death. 
Even then the anger of 
the people was not appeased. 


Body Dragged Through Streets. 


The body of the president was mu- 
tilated and tied to the end of a rope, it 
was dragged through the streets of the 
city. 
The people of Port Au Prince 
an 
in a state 
of intense 
excitement 
and further violence is feared. 


The arrival of the American cruiscr 
Washington with Rear Admiral Caper- 
tgn on board is expected at any mo- 
ment. 
The Washington has been on 
the north coast of Haiti. 
M. Girad was 
cotmting on the coming of a cruiser to 
afford protection to the legation. 


AMERICAN WARSHIP SAILS. 


Caperton Rushes Bluejackets and Ma- 
rines to Scene.

Ad- 
miral Caperton will use his discretion 
about landing marines.

THICK OF TYPHOON 


Shanghai. China, July 28.—The force 
of the great typhoon which sprang up 
along the Chinese coast Monday night 
appears to have been centered in Chang- 
chow bay to the 
south of 
Shanghai. 
Communication between Shanghai and 
Changchow has been severed. The death 
toll, it is believed, will be heavy and 
great damage is known to have been 
done to native craft. 


The United States cruisers Saratoga 
and Cincinnati were in the thick of the 
storm and while at first some fear was 
felt for the Cincinnati the anchors of 
both warships held fast. 
The United 
States collier No. 1, nearing completion 
at Shanghai, dragged her anchors across 
the river where she stranded on the op- 
posite bank. 
Fifty large junks were 
sunk during the storm in the Woosung 
river, ten miles north of Shanghai, im- 
peding navigation.

communication between Warsaw and 
Petrograd with the purpose of px^ 
venting 
the 
successful retreat, if 
Warsaw fall^ of the Russiiuii 
now defrading that city. The issues 
still are undecided, with the Rus- 
sians claiming 
temporary 
advant- 
ages. 


Russia, according 
to 
a despatch 
rom Petrograd, is making prepara- 
tions to strengthen her armies in the 
field. 
She is about to order a gen- 
eral mobilization throughout Siberia. 
She has, furthermore, called to the 
colors the men bom in 1896, in other 
words the youths of 19 years.

But I do not want to see the in- 
side of our saloons throvm wide open 
to the view of everybody who passes. 
J do not want the women and

children—especially the little children- 
crowding around thejmscreened windows 
and doors of our saloons to see what 
is going on inside. 
I do not want my 
daughter oi her children to 
see 
the 
drinking and disorder inside the saloons. 
Little boys will look in and see 
men 
drinking and wi.sh they were grown up 
that they might go inside and do the 
same thing.

Asked today for an expression regarding 
the effort to unionize the traction com- 
pany employes in Fort "Wayne, Pres^ent 
James M. Barrett, of the Fort Wayne 
and Northern Indiana Traction company, 
gave out the following signed statement: 


I observe from an article in the Jour- 
nai-Gazette this morning that Mr. T. J. 
Flynn, of Pittsburg, and Mr. P. J. Shea, 
of Scranton, Pa., have 
organized 
the 
"jitney drivers" and are now endeavoring 
to stir up discontent among our street 
railroad employes 
by 
promising 
them 
better wages and shorter hours. 
I as- 
sume that these organizers have made 
similar promises to the "jitney" drivers, 
but I am unable to see hom they can so 
help both. 
The "jitneys" are endeavor- 
ing to supplant and destroy street rail- 
road transportation and thereby deprive 
street railroad employes of 
both 
work 
and wages. 
If the jitneys succeed street 
railroad transportation must 
necessarily 
disappear, 
because no 
street 
railroad 
company can long exfst unless it has the 
patronage of the public and its revenues 
are sufficient at least to pay its operat- 
ing expenses, the 
repair, up-iieep 
and 
dereciation of its property-, besides every 
fair minded person will concede that the 
owners are entitled to a fair return on 
their investments. 


The Fort "Wayne and Northern Indiana 
Traction company and its predecessors in 
the ownership of the street railroads in 
this city have always endeavored to treat 
their men with the utmost consideration 
and fairness, and as evidence of that fact 
T appeal to our many faithful employes 
who have been in continuous street rail- 
road service from twenty to forty years 
In this city. 


The present owners came into posses- 
sion of the street railroad and electrio 
lighting systems in Fort "Wayne in 1904, 
and since then have voluntarily increased 
the wages of its men five times. These 
increases were made notwithstanding the 
fact that the company had never earned 
n dividend on any of its stock. 


I have been connected as stockholder, 
director and counsel with each of the 
several companies owning and operating 
the street 
railroad 
systems 
in 
Fort 
Wayne for the past thirty-five years, and 
I personally know, and state the fact.

ever paid any dividend on any kind of 
stock, except for one year and a half, 
when it paid 6 per cent, on its preferred 
stock only, but a large part of such divi- 
dend was paid out of a special fund vol- 
untarily paid in by its preferred stock- 
holders on a reorganization of the com- 
pany under an agreement that any part 
of such fund not used for such reorgfani- 
zation might be applied as dividend on 
their preferred stock. 


Very large investments of money have 
been made since 1904 in the rebulldiny.and 
rehabilitation of the street railroad sys- 
tem and electric lighting and power plants 
in this city and the construction of-inter- 
urban railroads of the Fort "Wayne and 
Northern 
Indiana 
Traction 
company, 
which systems are not surpassed, I be- 
lieve, in efficiency by any similar systems 
in any city in the country of similar sl*e, 
and they have been among: the greatest 
factors in the recent large development 
and growth of this city. They have been 
of incalculable benefit to the city and Its 
people, but up to this time they have not 
been financially profitable t© the stock- 
holders, who Invested large sums on the 
faith and belief that their Investments 
would be protected and in time grfve them 
some return on their investments.

SEITZ. 
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The Anti Screen Ordinance 


Only the most wholesome results could possibly follow the pas- 
sage of the ordinance introduced by Councilman J. B. Mills, of the 
Sixth ward, which would prohibit the use of screens, ground glass, 
partitions or other obstruction to the free view of the interior of 
Fort Wayne saloons from the streets on which they front. The pro- 
posal is by no means revolutionary. It is in use at many points else- 
where, and has proven its worth as a sane regulative measure that 
tends to minimize some the loafing and the carousal, to lessen the 
practice of frequenting saloons by immature youth and to remove 
some of the grounds of complaint which have combined to mass an 
irmy of foes against the saloon. 


Nor is it at all certain that the more reputable class of saloon 
men will oppose it. None better than th(^y realize that a good many 
phases of the business as it is now conducted are infamous and dis- 
gusting. They should welcome any proposition that tends to remove 
these features, for they are undoubtedly aware that in the present 
frame of public mind the business will not long be tolerated under 
sonditions which have obtained in the past. Those who fear that a 
Vfree view of what is going on inside the saloon will tend to corrupt 
youth should reflect that youth is less apt to be corrupted by what 
it can see there plainly than by stimulating its curiosity by hiding 
the transactions behind screens. It is insisted by those Avho favor it 
that the saloon is a legitimate and reputable institution. AVhy, then, 
should its operations ])e more secretive than those of the grocery, 
the meat market, or any other commercial enterprise? The measure 
is a good one. We trust the council will give the people a full and 
free hearing on the ordinance. 
We think they will make it very 
clear that they desire its passage.

EVANSVILLE MAN CHOSEN. 


In a decision at Muneie which, will be of general interest over 
the state, Judge Eichhorn has held that under the law county com- 
missioners and county treasurers liave no right to employ at public 
expense persons to collection delinquent taxes. The ruling was upon 
a suit by a tax -payer to compel the return to the county treasury 
certain sums so paid, and the court takes the position that since it is 
the duty of the treasurer to collect delinquent taxes, he should of 
right pay for the sendee himself, precisely as he is required to pay 
his deputies from his own funds. His compensation is alone the 6 
per cent, which allows him to deduct as collection fees from the de- 
linquent taxes so collected.

the board of health and strongly urged 
by that department of the city govern- 
ment. 
The ordinance makes the main- 
tenance of weeds on private premises a 
nuisance and empowers anybody to file 
an affidavit against the ofTending prop- 
erty owner so that 
prosecution 
need 
not depend upon the initiation of thi* 
hoard of health, which for several years 
has refused to take action against per- 
sons who harbor weeds. 
The ordinance 
provides a severe penalty for violation.

Clarence Henry, agricultural agent of 
Allen coimty, made an interesting re- 
port Wednesday to the extension de- 
partment of Purdue university on the 
silo situation in this county. 
There are 
139 silos in Allen county. 
Mr. Henry 
writes as follows: 


"I obtained from township assessors 
the number of silos In each township. 
Our higher, more rolling land 
in 
the 
northwestern 
half of 
the 
countj' 
is 
adopting silos rapidly, while the rich 
black clay loams of 
the 
southeastern 
half of the county stick to the elevator. 
Milan, Jackson, Maumee, Monroe, Jeffer- 
son and Madison townships, generally 
considered to have the richest soil in 
the county, have a total of thirteen silos, 
while elevators dot the landscape as in 
the Dakotas. 


'^^Tiile there is no objection to the 
elevators there is too much corn and 
forage marketed through them for the 
good of the communities. 
They would 
serve a useful purpose to the commu- 
nity for marketing wheat and an occa- 
sional surplus, and furnishing coal and 
other commodities 
to the 
community 
even though most of the products of the 
farm are marketed on the hoof or in 
the cream can."

Grover Alxeander, the Philadelphia Na- 
tional pitcher, the sensation of the sea- 
son, is the Addie Joss of present day 
Itaseball. ,Alex is an exact 
duplicate, 
from the 
time 
he starts 
hie wind-up 
until the ball is returned to him by the 
catcher, of Joss, who, before death called 
him, was one of the greatest of hurlers. 


Alexander is built like Joss was, with 
long arms that make 
speed; 
he 
uses 
the Joss "hip pocket" delivery, pitches 
with a side arm motion as Joss did, gets 
the same kind of Jump on his fast ball 
and the same kind of snap on his curve 
ball. 
He has the Joss brand of control. 


Joss was called the "Human Stork," 


because, as he started his wind-up, he 
crooked one leg and posed on the other 
as he raised his arms over his head. Alec 
crooks his left leg, poses on his right 
and raises his arms in exactly the same 
way. 
From that position Joss brought 
down his arms, reached around as though 
taking the ball from his hip pocket and 
shot the pill to the plate with a wide 
swoop of his arm.

The notice reads: 
"To our Managers and Players: 


•It is quite evident that some players 
in the Federal league are lurking behind 
their so-called Iron clad contracts, feel- 
ing sure that they will continue to draw 
their salary for the term of their contract 
Irrespective of what kind of eer^'lce they 
perform. 


"I simply wish to notify such players 
that from this day on they had belter 
not feel so secure because instructions 
have been Issued to all club presidents 
that they should 
Immediately 
suspend 
without pay any player who falls to keep 
In condition and thus fulfill his part of the 
terms of the contract and In cases of dis- 
sipation I have issued Instructions to Im- 
mediately cancel the contract whether or 
not it contains the ten day clause. 


"The Federal league has operated along 
the lines of treating all ball players as 
human ^elngs, but I regret to eay that 
some players have failed to show any ap- 


preciation of our efforts. This is a warn- 
ing that, if not given attention, may de- 
prive some of you of the healthy revenue 
you are now enjoying. 


"Activity, energy and a showing of real 
interest in your work is what we went 
and demand. 
Otherwise you must suffer 
the consequences."

When wiU it end? 
When will that last shot be fired? 
No one man, or any set of men, can 
tell with any degree of accuracy when 
the war will end. But some men—men 
who have studied this war every day 
since it started, studied it with eyes on 
battlefields, eyes on financial resources, 
and on the fighting resources of every 
nation involved—these men have been 
asked to tell the readers of the Daily 
Sentinel what they think 
about 
the 
probable length of the war. 
We have 
not asked the opinions of diplomats, 
military men and such because they 
have proved in this war that they know 
the least on the question considered.

Unless some accident happens the al- 
lies can finally win the war, but to do 
so will require from five to ten years 
and bankrupt them all in the process.

Prof. Dau's Address. 


In his address on "Charity in Its Re- 
lation to the Work 
of 
the Church, " 
Prof. Dau said in substance: 


"Inasmuch as the ciiurch is the subi 
total of all the believers in Christ, tJie 
Redeemer, and inasmuch as the faith of 
Christ is wrought only by the gospel, 
we may say that the proclamation of 
the gospel, has created and continually 
creates the 
church. 
To 
preach 
the 
gospel, therefore, 
is 
beyond question 
that one duty of the 
church 
which 
goes before and 
overshadows 
every 
other duty. 
To suppress the preaching 
of the gospel and to substitute for it 
anything else, can never be considered 
an adequate reason for the church's ex- 
istence. 
The charitable endeavors, «o 
cial service, so much applauded in our 
days, may attain great results in their 
way, and tha church necessarily must 
be engaged in such endeavors, but not 
even the most laudable charity can be 
considered a fullillment of the entire 
mission of the church to a world of 
sinners if the gospel is not put into 
cb-culatiou by the church 
also 
in its 
charitable endeavors," 


Charity WiU Follow. 
Advancing 
to 
another 
point 
the 
speaker discussed the relation of the 
charitable endeavora 
of 
the 
church. 
"Practical active charity is a true oil- 
spring of a lively faith, in fact, faitn 
is not genuine faith, if it does not work 
by love. In every well constituted con- 
gregation of true 
consistent 
believers 
there should, accordingly, be found not 
only a persistent desire to spread the 
truth of the gospel but also to exhibit 
active charity. 
Genuine faith puts 
man not only into a new relation to his 
God and future Judge, by making him 
a child of the Father in Heaven, but it 
also re-establishes the original relation 
of man to man on the basis of a com- 
mon brotherhood. Just as serious a de- 
fect as indifference to the great work ot 
the church, the evangelization of the 
nations, would be in a Christian con- 
gregation, just aa deplorable a defect 
would be the spiritual lethargy, which 
finds expression in indifference toward 
active Christian charities. 
The church 
can never afford to quench 
the 
spirit 
of its members that seeks 
ways 
and 
means to aid also 
in a physical 
and 
worldly way the unfortunate, the for- 
saken, the lame and blind and halt. 
As 
a matter of course these charitable en- 
deavors of true believers will never stop 
short at relieving physical distress, but 
will under God be made occasions for 
bringing to these unfortunate the bread 
of life, the Gospel of Jesus, who is able 
to save men to the uttermost." 


In conclusion the speaker discussed a 
few of the reasons why there appears 
at times a conflict between the great 
work of the church, that of spreading 
the Word of God, and the charitable en- 
terprises of church people. 


"Tile collisions are due, partly to lack 
of understanding and mistaken 
zoal, 
one part of the church's 
work 
being 
over-emphasized over and against 
the 
other, without a due sense of proportion 
that should exist 
between 
the two." 
due to the spirit of avarice which in- 
deed crops out also among Christians. 
Christians sometimes are well satisfied 
to receive the free salvation which the- 
Gospel offers in the sense that tlioy 
need not in any way exert themselves 
to spread this glorious 
salvation 
to 
those who are still without. Partly col- 
lisions may also occur because of a spirit 
of ambition 
and 
vainglory 
that 
is 
injected 
both 
into 
the 
evangeli- 
zation of the nations through the teach- 
ing of the Word of Christ and the ex- 
hibition "of the power of the Gospel In 
the various works of love and Christian 
charity which are prompted by faith. 
All these diflicultiea must be overcome 
by pRtient application 
of 
that sam»' 
Word of grace which prompted 
faith 
originally in any child of God. 
This 
Word is sufficient to rectify all errors 
and to remove all weaknesses that still 
attach themselves to a live faith."

have banded themselves together, and 
by so doing have reduced their hours of 
labor from the old long swing system of 
twelve to fourteen hours 
to 
straight 
runs of nine and ten hours per day. 
Also increased their wages from twelve 
and fourteen cent« per hour to twenty- 
flve and forty cents

"I obtained from township assessors 


the number of silos In each township. 
Our higher, more rotlins hind 
in the 


northwestern 
half of 
the 
county is 


adopting silos rapidly, while the rich 
black clay loams of "the southeastern 
half of tlie county stick to the elevator. 
Milan. .laekson, Mtuimee. Monroe. Jeffer- 
son nnd Madison townships, generally 
considered to have the richest soil in 
the county, have a total of thirteen silos, 
while elevators dot the landscape as in 
the Dakota?. 


"While there is no objection to the 


elevators there is too much corn and 
forage marketed through them for the 
Ijood of the communities. They would 
serve a useful purpose to the commu- 
nity for marketing wheat and an occa- 
sional surplus, and fnrnishinp foal and 
other commodities to the community 
even though most of the products of the 
farm are marketed on the hoof or in 
the cream can."
